13 POLICEMEN INDICTED 


Trial Set for Aug. 15 — Body] 8 
of Victim Is Ordered 
Exhumed. 


By the Associated Press. 

MINEOLA, N. T., July 23.— An 
order to exhume the body of Hy- 
man Stark, alleged victim of the 
third degree, was inade out at the 
District Attorney's office today. 

At the same time it was definite- 
ly learned that the grand jury 
which returned sealed bills last 
night indicted all 13 policemen ar- 
rested in connection with Stark's 
death, but did not indict all of 
them as charged in the.warrants 
on which they were arrested. 

The warrants charged four with 
second-degree murder, seven with 
second-degree assault, one with ne- 
glect of duty and being an acces- 


and one with conspiracy to ob- 
struct justice, the latter charge ap- 
plying also to all the other police- 
men, 

The grand jury, however, disre- 
garded the second-degree murder 
charges. It indicted five for first- 
degree manslaughter, seven for seq- 
ond-degree assault and one as an 
accessory to first-degree man- 
slaughter. 

There was considerable secrecy 
about the reason for exhuming the 
body of Stark, which was buried 
on Staten Island after an autopsy 
had been performed which showed 
he had suffered numerous con- 
tusions, apparently inflicted by a 
rubber hose, and that his adam's 
apple had been fractured. 

Trial of the policemen was set 
for Aug. 15, but it was expected the 
defense would demand postpone- 
ment and move for separation of 
the trials of the defendants.

INVESTORS LOSE 

ABOUT $2,000,000 


Liquidation Virtually Com- 


stone Apartments Equity 
for $1. 


Investors who paid $423,000 tor 
the G-N series of “gold tes” of 
Cytron Mortgage Co., which failed 
three years ago, are getting back 
about three cents on the dollar for 
their investments. 

M. H. Rodemyer, receiver for the 
company, recently obtained per- 
mission of the Federal Court to 
as the only 
liquidating dividend to be received 


by holders of that series of notes. 
This amounts to 3.1 per cent of 
their investment. 

Gustave Cytron, president of the 
company, and his son, Stanley, the 
vice president, were indicted two 
months ago on charges of obtaining 
money by false pretenses as a re- 
sult of an investigation made in 
behalf of the owners of these notes. 
Another series of gold notes“ paid 
out on the basis of $14.69 for each 
$100 of par value. 

Liquidation of the company, now 
virtually completed, has resulted 
in a loss of about $2,000,000 to its 
investors. The receiver disposed of 
the last large asset yesterday when 
he sold the equity in the Greystone, 
Apartments, Newstead and Mc- 
Pherson avenues, for $1. 

The Greystone, a 14-story build- 
ing containing about 40 apartments, 
is encumbered with a second mort- 
gage of $256,000 and a first mort- 
gage of about $450,000. It was 
bought in by Harry C. Barker, at- 
torney, acting for a group of sec- 
ond mortgage bondholders. 

The Cytron company owned the 
equity through a subsidiary and 
sold the second mortgage bond is- 
sue. Owners of these bonds recently 
refused a proposal which .would 
have repaid them 10 cents on the 
dollar, Unable to better this offer, 
the receiver advertised the prop- 
erty for sale to get it out of the 
assets of the Cytron company. 

“Gold note” issues of the com- 
pany were sold with the represen- 
tation that there would always be 
deposited as security for them sec- 
ond mortgages of a par value equal 
to or more than the par value of 
notes outstanding. 

In asking for the grand jury in- 
vestigation which led to the indict- 
ment of the Cytrons, Frank Coff- 
man, attorney for a group of own- 
ers of G-N notes, alleged that a 
short time before the company 
was placed in receivership it had 
$475,000-of the G-N notes outstand- 
ing and only $375,000 in second 
mortgage collateral security, 

The indictment is based upon 
one transaction, the sale of $5747 
in “gold notes” to Walter C. Weihe, 
on June 22, 1929. It alleges that 
at the time of that sale the second 
mortgages securities were less than 
the par Value of outstanding notes. 

The Cytron Co., which had of- 
fices at 110 North Ninth street, was 
esthblished by Gustave Cytron in 
1905 and build up a large business 
in second mortgages, its bonds and 
notes proving attractive to inves- 
tors because of the prospective 9 
per Sent interest return. 

The Husiness was a family affair

today. 

Mrs. Ollie Glenn Kerchner, his 
wife and the only survivor of the 
household, told policemen that her 
husband arose before 6 o'clock, 
After reading the Bible for a time 
he went downstairs, where slept 
her daughter by a former marriage, 
Mrs, Virginia Bennett, 24, and Mrs. 
Bennett’s son, also by a former 
marriage, Charles Taggart Jr. 

“IT heard sounds like he was 
working downstiars or in the yard.“ 
Mrs. Kerchner said. “It sounded 
like he Was pounding on some- 
thing. After a while he came back 


upstairs. 
Widow Becomes Hysterical. 
“He was white and shaking. 


What have you done?’ I asked. He 
didn’t say anything. I ran down- 
stairs to Virginia's bedroom. There 
was blood everywhere. She was 
lying on the floor and the baby 
was kneeling in tie bed.” 

At this point in her story, Mrs. 
Kerchner, who is 55 years old, be- 
came hysterical, Polocemen 
learned, however, that with the 
discovery in the bedroom she ran 
from the house to the back yard 
screaming for help. 

Kerchnen left the house a few 
minutes later and as he passed her, 
sobbed, “You'll forgive me, hoaey.” 
At this juncture John Stumpff, a 
neighbor, arrived on the scene. 

“Kerchner ran up to me,” he 
said. “He had a small revolver in 
his hand and he pointed it at me. 
I could see that he was dazed— 
didn’t know what he was doing. 

“After a moment he seemed to 
recognize me. He turned around 
and walked back to a clump of 
weeds in the back of the vard. 
There he put the revolver to his 
right temple and shot himself.“

Originator 


Theatrical Producer Succumbs in Hollywood 
Hospital to Heart Attack When Apparent- 
ly Recovering From Lung Congestion. 


By the Associated Press. 

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., July * 
Florenz Ziegfeld, theatrical pro- 
ducer, died here last night. He was 
64 years old. 

A sudden heart attack in a hos- 
pital ended an apparent recovery 
from a pulmonary and nervous dis- 
order. 

Still wearing the movie makeup 
in which she had been working 
late at night in a studio, Billie 
Burke, actress, wife of the pro- 


ducer, reached his bedside a few 
minutes after he died. 

Dr. Marcus Radwin said Mr. 
Ziegfeld had shown signs of defin- 
itely recovering, and that the heart 
attack was unexpected. The im- 
presario had suffered from heart 
trouble for years. He was suffer- 
ing immediately from lung con- 
gestion which resulted from an at- 
tack of pneumonia nearly a year 


Patricia Ziegfeld, his daughter, 
was at the family home in Santa 
Monica when she learned of her 
father’s death. 

Seeking a complete rest, the 
originator of “Ziegfeld’s Follies,” 
an annual success through the 
country for many years, went to 
New Mexico several weeks ago af- 
ter recurrent signs of illness follow- 
ing a hard season. A few days 
ago he came here and entered a 
hospital, seeming to improve 


In Show Business at 13. 

Ziegfeld, born in Chicago in 
1868, entered the theatrical profes- 
sion when he was 13, and even- 
tually. amassed. a fortune through. 
his productions. His Follies led 
the trend toward nudity on the 
stage. A few years ago he insisted 
he had set out to present nudity 
artistically, and, deploring what he}. 
described as the daring and coarse- 
hess of other producers, he decid- 
ed his stage girls were to be al- 


most fully clad. Influenced by 
seeming: popular demand, however, 

his last ‘follies’ veered. again to 
the daring.

Ziegteld’s Theatrical Career, Start- 
ing With Buffalo Bill. 

By the Associated Press. 

Florenz Ziegfeld gained his first 
experience as a showman at the 
age of 13, when he ran away from 
home and joined Buffalo Bill's 
Wild West show. His parents took 
him home and compelled him to 
resume his schooling. His father 
conducted the Chicago Musical 
College and the son devoted 10 
years to that institution, becoming 
general manager and director. 

His first expérience as an im- 
presario came partly by accident. 
During the World’s Fair in Chicago 
in 1893 Ziegfeld .was placed in 
charge of the musical entertain- 
ment, For this purpose he brought 
seven military bands from Europe, 
but the musical. program failed to 
win popular approval. He then 
decided te adopt a general pro- 
gram of entertainment and. ob- 
tained the services of Sandow, the 
strong man. Sandow demanded 
$1000 a week, a fabulous salary in 
that period, but finally compro- 


receipts. As a result Sandow nev- 
er received less than $3000 a 
week and Ziegfeld was so im- 
pressed that he immediately ar- 
ranged a tour for the strong man. 
He managed Sandow successfully 
for four years.

The next important step in his 
rise as a producer was his intro- 
duction to America of Anna Held. 
Miss Held’s first appearance’ was 
in “A Parlor Match.”

FIGHT RESOLUTION 


Former Opposes Declara- 
tion on Ground It Is Not 
Specific—Latter Resents 
Omission of Reference to 
Equality of Nations. .

GENEVA, Switzerland, July 23. 


he World Disarmament Con- 
ference, which began its work on 
Feb. 2, adjourned today for an in- 
definite period after adopting a 
resolution promiéing substantial 
reduction of armaments in its later 
deliberations. Nothing specific has 
been accomplished by the confer- 


ence. 

Soviet Russia and Germany vot- 
ed against the resolution. Both an- 
nounced in doing so they were 
voting for disarmament although 
they could not sypport the resolu- 
tion. -The Russian delegate, 
Maxim Litvinoff, previously had 
described it as not sufficiently spe- 
cific, and the German represen- 
tative, Count Nadolny, objected to 
its omission of any reference to the 
equality of all nations in the right 
to arm, 

The vote on the resolution was 
in the committee of the whole, but 
the full conference adopted the 
final part which extends the cur- 
rent armaments truce. This was a 
unanimous vote with China ab- 


staining. 
Committees to Work On, 
During the recess important 


committees of the conference will 
continue their negotiations on va- 
rious phases of disarmament. ° 

Arthur Henderson, ‘British chair- 
man of the conference, ended the 
session with an address supporting 
the resolution. 

“If I were on the floor I would | 
vote for this resolution, although 
it falls far short of my desires,” 
he said. 

“I would vote for it because it 
contains these three declarations: ' 

“That the time has come to ef- 
fect a comprehensive scheme of 
disarmament. 

“That the nations are firmly de- 
termined to achieve the first de- 
cisive step involving substantial 
reduction of armaments. 

“That this conference is guided 
by the general principles underly- 
ing President Hoover's proposal 
for a reduction of approximately 
one-third in armaments. — 

“How could I vote against a res- 
olution containing those three déc- 
larations?”’

ers. Runciman is president of the 
Board of Trade; Thomas is Domin- 
ions Secretary in the Cabinet. 

It has been the impression here 
ever since Premier Bennett said 
Canada would expect preferential 
treatment of exports to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom in return for tariff 
readjustment on imports from there 
that he contemplated asking the 
British to raise import barriers 
against non-empire countries be- 
hind which the dominions might 
find guaranteed markets. 

The Possible Effect. 

That, it was argued, could mean 
nothing less than discrimination 
against United States and Argen- 
tine wheat and meat and implied 
higher costs to British consumers. 

Mrs. Runciman, prior to her hrus- 
band’s appointment to the com- 
mittee, said in a press interview 
that the English people would not 
agree to any move for an empire 
trade union which would result in 
higher costs of living. She was 
thought to reflect the opinion of 
her husband and his party.

Brown pointed out that Article 
VIII of the waterways treaty pro- 
vided a similar limit, but further 
provided for a diversion increase 
in the event of emergency.

H. BARNES TALKS ON 
FAITH IN GOVERNMENT 


Says Issue Has Been Raised as 
to Ability of People to 
Rule Selves. 


The acid test of self-government 
was discussed by Julius H. Barnes, 


new board chairman of Missouri 
State Life Insurance Co. and for- 
mer president and chairman of the 
‘United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, at a dinner in his honor 
last. night at the Park Plaza Hotel. 

Distrust of government arose, he 
remarked, when European govern- 
ments “confiscated the savings of 
their people by an inflation of 
currency.“ and culminated in this 
country with the results of efforts 
to stabilize cotton and grain. 

“Successive shocks led us to won- 
der how effective our Government 
really was,“ he continued. The is- 
sue has been raised as to whether 
people actually have the ability of 
self-government. The alternative, 
of course, is a successive dictator- 
ship, as in Italy or perhaps Russia. 

“It is the hope of America, hased 
on its traditions and universal edu- 
cation, that we may trust to a fair 
public opinion, a sensible under- 
standing, that will render self-gov- 
ernment possible.“ 

He discussed the bewilderment 
of business confronted by sudden 
changes of administration and pol- 
icy in the post-war instability of 
many governments. This country 
had produced a plenitude of lea- 
dership, as shown in the creation 
of “thousands of successful banks” 
and insurance reservoirs, built, he 
said, on trusts ably carried out. 
The status of any people, he said, 
was determined by natural re- 
sources, habits of industry and 
stable, sound government assuring 
1 ot fair play. 

4 ese factors are as 
true today as ever,” he NAME 
have a wealth of natural resources 
People today want to work. And 
we have a stable government 
though one that requires some 
changes in concept. We acutely 
need governmental continuity. 

"Yet it behooves us to be .carefy] 
how we tamper with the Constitu.

But we've never lacked 
for leaders. I feel We are ap- 
proaching a solution.

Declaring 14 states in this country 
are trailing India in child marriage 
legislation, Dr. Walter A. Maier, 
professor at Concordia Theological 
Seminary, St. Louis, today called 


child marriage an “atavistic flare- 
back to the middle ages,” before 
the Pocono Mountain Lutheran 
Conference on Domestic Affairs. 

“There are more than 667,000 
wives, largely white and native- 
born, in our country who were 
child brides, less than 16 years old, 
when they were married,” Dr. 
Maier declared. a 

“We shudder when_we read ot 
the child marriages in Indian, but 
the marriage laws of New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Virginia, Fiori- 
da, Maine, Maryland, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Colorado, Idaho 
and Mississippi permit a legal mar- 
‘riage at the minimum of 12 for 
girls and 14 for boys. 

“The child marriage restrain bil 
enacted in 1929 for all communi- 
ties in the whole of British India 
renders illegal the marriage of girls 
under 14 and of boys under 18, 
with/penalties of imprisonment and 
fines for all who contract, perform, 
conduct, or direct such mar- 
riages. 

“If the privilege of helping to 
direct the affairs of the Govern- 
ment is prudently restricted to 
those who have attained the legal 
majority of 21 years, should not 
similar prudence dictate that in 
the immeasurably more personal 
issued of marriage a parallel 
standard of maturity be observed?”

The movement for 
flexibility, that is, for spreading employment through 
shorter working hours and a shorter week, is grow- 
ing steadily. 

The advantages of the flexible plan are manifest. 
While it may reduce to some extent the hours of la- 
bor and therefore the pay of those employed, it sup 
plies some work and some pay to those who are un- 
employed. It would connect men now unemployed 
and ‘without means of subsistence, with a job. It 
would give them some pay, and thus lighten the tre- 
mendous load of relief under which the country 
is staggering now. It would in a measure enable men 
now unemployed, who would be given part-time jobs, 
to retain their self-respect and strengthen their 
morale, which is weakening steadily under charity 
relief.

While the representation of various states has been 
increased from census to census, no state heretofore 


the changes in population recorded by the 1930 cen- 
sus, no less than 21 states find themselves entitled 
to elect a total of 27 fewer Representatives than they 
did at the last election. Eleven states, including Cal 
ifornia, which gains nine seats, stand to profit. As 
has been pointed out, Missouri’s reduction from 16 to 
13 is the greatest loss which any one state must un- 
dergo. 

Under the new congressional apportionment, the 
four states to elect at large will have a total lower 
house representation of 33. This means that about 
one-thirteenth of the next House will be chosen in 
a manner directly in conflict with the commonly ac 
cepted theory of representation in the House. The 
Constitution provides that members of the House be 
elected according to population, and the consequent 
laws provide for small districts in order that Repre 
sentatives may be known by large numbers of their 
constituents and be quickly responsive to their will. 
Obviously, this conception of the lower house repre- 
sentation will not be in force in the next Congress, 
so far as Missouri, Minnesota, Kentucky and North 
Dakota are concerned. 

However, Missouri, Minnesota, Kentucky and North 
Dakota have only themselves to blame. Other states 
which lest representation have deen able to enact re- 
districting statutes. If Massachusetts could redistrict, 
there is no reason why Missouri could not have done 
it. Kentucky should be just as capable as Kansas of 
bringing its representation up to date, Minnesota as 
capable as Maine. 

The admission which Missouri, Minnesota, Ken- 
tucky and North Dakota are making is that they 
are not as able to cope with the problems of represen- 
tative government as are their sister states. Only 
after the primary and general election will Missouri 
know what grotesque and unfair results may come 
from forcing Ozark Representatives to run in St.

He Suggests That if Becker 
Should Be Elected Wil- 
liam Sacks Might Run

Lieutenant-Governor Edward H. 
Winter, candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination for Governor,in a 
radio talk yesterday afternoon, 
suggested that William Sacks 
might become a power in St. Louis 
police management if Secretary of 
State Charles U. Becker should be 
elected Governor. Sacks is man- 
aging Becker’s. campaign here. 

In pledging Rimself, if elected 
Governor, to keep the St. Louis Po- 
lice Department free from political 
pull, Winter said: : 

“If the occasion arose, I would 
take the same position that was 
taken by Gov. Caulfield, when Wil- 
liam Sacks, a member of the State 
Committee, and now manager of 
Mr. Becker's campaign in St. Louis, 
requested the Governor to require 
the Police Board to make appoint- 
ments to the force and promotions 
on the force on recommendation 
of himself and other members of 
political committees. Such prac- 
tice, if adopted, could only work to 
the detriment of the department, 
and in my opinion would wreck its 
efficiency and morale. 

“You can picture for yourself 
what might happen if Mr. Sacks

Winter said that State Republi- 
can administrations since 1920 had 
made an enviable record for clean 
elections and efficient dealing with 
crime problems, and that Republi- 
can appointees had “lifted the po- 
lice and election departments of St.

R.A. FESSENDEN, NOTED 
RADIO INVENTOR, DIES 


Pioneer in Wireless Telephone’s 
Development; Once Associated 
With Edison,

HAMILTON, Bermuda, July 23. 
Reginald Aubrey Fessenden, a 
pioneer in the development of the 
radio telephone, died yesterday of 
heart disease. He was 665 years 
old. He accumulated substantial 
wealth in the United States by his 
inventions in radio and other fields. 
Five years ago he retired and pur- 
chased an estate here. 

Here in Bermuda it was believed 
he had solved the rroblem of elim- 
ination of static, but was withhold- 
ing his device for reasons of his 
own. Among his other achieve- 
ments were the invention of the 
radio compass, the  electrically- 
driven battleship and numerous 
safety devices for submarines. He 
continued his research at his home 
here, interesting himself to a con- 
siderable extent in experiments 
with television.

Fessenden Called “Greater Than 
Marconi” by Elihu Thomson. 

NEWTON, Mass., July 28.— 
Prof. Reginald Aubrey Fessenden, 
physicist and engineer, who died 
yesterday in Berniuda, was hailed 
by Elihu Thomson, as the great- 
est wireless inventor of the age— 
greater than Marconi.” He main- 
tained a residénce here for many 
‘years. 

More than 20 years ago he estab- 
lished what was said to be the first 
broadcasting station in the world, 
a tower at Brant Rock, from which 
voices were sent across the At- 
lantic to Scotland. He perfected a 
wireless receivér 2000 times as 
Sensitive as Marconi’s old coherer, 
a detector which preceded the use 
of crystal and tubés, and the Fes- 
senden oscillator which made pos- 
sible communication ween men 
trapped in a sunken submarine 
and surface ships. 

Prof. Fessenden repeatedly was 
involved in patent litigation, in- 
volving many of his more than 300 
devices and he was uniformly suc- 
céésful in his court actions. In 
1928 he received settlement of $2,- 
500,000 from a group of eight com- 
munication corporations as the out- 
come of a suit for $60,000,000. He 
charged the group constituted a 
monopoly in control of wireless ahd 
wire apparatus in the United States, 
which was restraint of trade. 

Born of New England parents in 
Milton, Quebec, Oct. 6, 1866, he 
became associated with the late 
Thomas A. Edison in 1886. Later 
he taught at Purdue and the Un- 
versity of Pittsburgh and in 1902 
he became general manager ot the 
National Electric Signaling Co.

spoke of the increasing strikes 
among munition workers in St. 
Petersburg. It was bad, occurring 
on the eve of our offensive; it had, 
however, happened before. The 
night telegrams mentioned “hun- 
ger’ as the main reason for the 
strikes, That was a lie. St. Peters- 
burg experienced a certain shortage 
of bread owing to the disorganiza- 
tion of the transport, but that 
shortage never reached the propor- 
tions of a famine, Coming an hour 
later, the news of the first clash 
between the hesitating reservists 
and the crowds provided the nec- 
essary explanation: shortage. of 
bread was to be used by the Duma 
as a pretext for a revolt. 

The following morning I wired
